polis at a meeting arranged b y the 
Associated Employers of Indianapo­ 
lis. 
His 
su b ject 
was 
“Indu strial 
P rch lem s .” 
Mr. \\ at son di-eu ssed the common 
interests of the men who hire and 
the men who work and said the es­ 
tab lishment of a sympathetic a tti­ 
tu de b y b oth -ide wou ld help the sit­ 
u ation. 
According to the Imlinapoli- Star, 
the au dience that gathered to hear 
Mr. W atson was representative of 
the manu factu ring, job b ing and re­ 
tail b u siness and Of the professional 
ranks of the city. 
Men cou ^piciou s 
in the organization of the Repu b lican 
party also were present. 
President L. O. Hamilton <>f the 
Associated 
Employers 
introdu ced 
M ayor Bell, who acted as chairman 
o f tin* meeting. 
Presenting Mr. Watson the mayor 
declared that organization is an in­ 
dispensab le tentu re of the b u siness 
world, and 
that 
proper 
attention 
shou ld b e given to the emph vers and 
the bu-ines- interests. 
“ We have heard 
a 
great 
deal 
ab ou t men taking too mu ch interest 
in politics,” said Mayor Bell. 
“It 
is time that men like those here to­ 
night shou ld b e more largely in poli­ 
ties.” 
Mr. W at son read from the declar­ 
ation of principles < 1 the Associated 
Employers that section setting ou t 
the views of the association on Yhe 
relations b etween employers and em­ 
ployes. 
Mu tu ality of interest b e­ 
tween the men who hire and the men 
who work, when more clearly u nder­ 
stood, he said, will solve many of the 
qu estions now arising in 
the 
rela­ 
tions of the two grou ps. 


“ Home 
fu ndamental a ssu m ption s 
mu st he stated,” continu ed Mr. W at­ 
son. 
“Organization of the employ­ 
ers i- nece-sary. 
Wealth i- indis­ 
pensab le. 
We hear it decried, b u t 
wealth lias made the cou ntry. You 
have no right to pu t imitations u pon 
the amou nt of money a 
man 
may 
make honestly. The character of the 
fortu ne, and not its size, is the thing 
we mu st scru tinize. 
“The people 
who 
give 
monkey 
shows at Newport are not represent- 
tative of the real men of wealth of 
the cou ntry. 
Bu t, b ecau se of them, 
we have confu sion and the b est ele­ 
ment of ou r citizens is u nder su spi­ 
cion b ecau se of the ab u se of wealth 
b v this class. Opposed to 
these giv- 


ofs ot monkey dinners are the dema­ 
gogu es who xv. aid destroy all capi­ 


tal b ecau se of the extreme tenden­ 
cies of a few people 
o f wealth. 
Bu t 
it is from neither of 
these 
grou ps, 
b u t from the mem and the women b e­ 
tween these two extremes, that the 
cou ntry gets its power and to whom 
we mu st look for the cou ntry’s safe­ 
ty- 
“1 b elieve in legitimate ‘b ig b u si­ 
ness* 1 do not b elieve that, b y inves­ 
tigating it or hampering it, we can 
solve the qu estions that confront u s 
today. 
“And equ ally lab or lias the right 
to organize. 
You r plank in the de­ 
claration of principles grants 
that 
right. 
Lab or organizations have a c ­ 
complished great reforms. 
I b elieve 
that, within its legitimate sphere, la­ 
b or shou ld b e protected b y law. 
Bu t 
when it gets b eyond its sphere 
it 
shou ld he su mmarily pu nished u nder 
the law, ju st as capital, if it exceeds 
the law shou ld b e su mmarily pu nish­ 
ed. 
W hen lab or tends to do the 
things that u ndermine the principles 
of equ ality it mu st b e dealt with.” 
Mr. Watson gave his opinion that 
lab or sometimes stepped b eyond the 
line in asking for the ab rogation of 
the right of inju nction.

vent Battle— No law Here 


Legalizing Boxing

Indianapolis, April 8.— Those who 
have been looking for a sure enough 
clash between authorities may find it 
the night before the Speedway race 
when Freddie Welsh, champion light­ 
weight of the world, 
and 
Milburn 
Saylor, the 
local contender, 
are 
scheduled to meet in an “ exhibition 
of boxing.” 
These old rivals 
may 
not box that night. The crowd even 
may get as far as the gates of the 
ball park only to learn that there 
will be no fight. 
Nothing has yet been said iu print 
or otherwise 'about 
this 
possible 
clash, hut Sheriff ( ’offin of 
Marion 
County, Prosecutor Rticker and even 
some constables of 
justice 
courts 
know well there is a chance for it, 
and they are “ thinking it over.” 
City Judge Jam es Deery admitt­ 
ed today that any one of these men 
the sheriff, the prosecutor, or a 
constable might step in between the 
fight tans and their entertainment, 
but he would not predict what suc­ 
cess they would have. 
Since the sheriff, the prosecutor, 
and the constables are very much at 
outs with the police, in fact are en­ 
gaged in a little political war with 
them, the rumors passing about have 
gained some credence. 
Boxing is under 
ban in Indiana­ 
polis ,!(i4 days in tin* year. 
The po­ 
lice won’t issue permits for boxing 
bouts except on one night and that 
night is tlie eve of the 500-mile race. 
Prize fighting is forbidden in Indiana 
by state law, but there is no provi­ 
sion 
against 
boxing 
exhibitions. 


Neither does Indianapolis have any 
ordinance against boing. 
But 
the 
police won’t issue the “ permits.” 
Legal lights have looked through 
the books and have failed 
to 
find 
what authority the police have to 
issue permits for boxing matches. 
Discussing that 
feature, 
Judge 
Deery said today: 
“ If it is a violation of the law, no 
one has a right to issue a permit 
for a boxing match. 
If it isn’t a 
violation of the law, no permit is 
needed.” 


The permit issued by Chief Per- 
rott will hear the name of Eddie Mc­ 
Laughlin, but in reality it will he is­ 
sued to Julius Sachs, a south side 
saloon keeper and Democratic ward 
politician. 
Sachs is the man who 
got the only permit issued last year 
— for the Dillon-Levinsky fight. 
Ju st what method the sheriff et al 
might use to stop the fight is un­ 
known. 
The injunction 
route 
is 
considered the most 
probably. 
It 
has 
been used before with success. 
In a case from the Lake circuit court 
—Columbian Athletic Club vs, the 
state of Indiana—the supreme court 
upheld the injunction granted by the 
circuit court. 
The question of “ what is a prize 
fight?” might again be answered. 
It 
would be the contention of the pro- 
, moters that thev were staging mere­ 
ly an exhibition, with no prizes for 
the winner. 
Chief Perrott said today he would 
is-«ue a permit to Sachs 
via 
Mc­ 
Laughlin and that no other permit 
would be issued. 
Hence the desire 
of an unknown promoter, who eaus- 
the announcement of a Jack Dillon 
— McGoortv fight, will be blasted.

Clerk Taylor and ask to see the fif- 
teenth biennial report of the state 
statistic-inn for the years 1912-13 
just received. The work which costs 
the state about $14,000 a year to 
carry on is shown in 
this 
book, 


which contains figures on almost ev- 
erything from the 
population on 


down to the onion crop of the stale. 


Rush county does not fare 
so 


badly in the agricultural statistics. 
In 1912 this county ranked sixth in 
the number of acres of land planted 
in corn. 
The acreage, according; to 


the report for the year 1912. was 
38.503. In 1913 Rush 
county was 


again sixth with an acreage of 42,- 
25S. 


Rush county is also placed in the 


list of the ten leading counties in the 
iota! yield of wheat. The yield here 
in 1912 was-placed'at 347,987 bush- 
els, and Jhe county ranked eighth 
with the others of the 
state. In 


1913 Rush county was second in the 
state in the number of bushels of 
wheat with a total of 829,904. Posey 
county was given first place. 


This county is also placed in the 


list of ten leading counties in the 
acreage and total yield of corn for 
these two years. According to the 
book, the average yield' of corn here 
for the year 1913 was 49.91 bushels 
per acre. This county is not given a 
place with the other counties in the 
amount and yield of oats.

this city in an address last niglit in 
the Odd Fellows building in Indiana- 
polis at a meeting arranged by the 
Associated Employers of Indianapo- 
lis. His subject 
was "Industrial 


Problems/' 


Mr. Watson discussed the common 


interests of the men who hire and 
iic men who work and said the es- 
tablishment of a sympathetic atti- 
tude by both side would help the sit- 
uation. 


According to tbc Indinapolis Star, 


the audience that gathered to hear 
Jlr. Watson was representative of 
the manufacturing, jobbing and re- 
tail business and of. the professional 
ranks of. the city. Men con.»picious 
in I lie organization of the Republican 
party also were present. 


President L. O. Hamilton of the 


Associated 
Employers 
introduced 


7vlayor liell, who 'acted as chairman 
of the meet ing. 


Presenting Mr. Watson the mayor 


declared that organization is an in- 
dispensable feature uf the business 
world, and 
that 
proper 
attention 


should be given to the employers and 
the business interests. 


"We have beard 
a 
great 
deal 


about men taking too much interest 
in politics." said Mayor liell. 
"It 


is time that men like those here, to- 
night should be more largely in poli- 
tics." 


Mr. Watson read from the declar- 


ation of principles <:!' the Associated 
Employers that i-ectioli setting out 
the views of the association on 'the 
relations between employers and em- 
ployes. 
Mutuality of interest be- 


tween the men who hire and the men 
who work, when more clearly under- 
sti;od. he said, will solve many of the 
questions now arising in (he rela- 
tions of (he two groups. 


"Some 
fundamental assumptions 


must be stated." continued Mr. Wat- 
son. 
"Organixation of the employ- 


ers is necessary. 
Wealth is indis- 


pensable. 
We hem- it decried, but 


wealth has made the country. You 
have no right to put imitations upon 
the amount of money a 
man 
may 


make honestly. The character of tin 
fortune, and not its size, is the thing 
we must scrutinize. 


"The people 
who give monkey 


shows at Newport arc not represent- 
tative of the real men of wealth of 
the country. 'Hut, because of them, 
we have confusion and the best cle- 
ment of our citizens is under suspi- 
cion because of the .'ibusc of weall 
by this class. Opposed to these yiv 
crs of monkey dinners are the dema- 
gogues who would destroy all capi 


tal because of the extreme tenden- 
cies of a few .people of wealth. But 
it is from neither of these groups, 
but from the men and the women be- 
tween these two extremes, that the 
country gets its power and to whom 
we must look for the country's safe- 
ty- 


"I believe in legitimate 'big busi- 


ness.' 1 do not believe that, by inves- 
tigating it or hampering it, we can 
solve the questions that confront us 
today. 


"And equally labor has the right 


to organize. Your plank in the de- 
claration of principles grants that 
right. Labor organizations have ac- 
complished great reforms. I believe 
that, within its legitimate sphere, la- 
bor should be protected by law. But 
when it gets beyond its sphere 
it 


should be summarily punished under 
the law, just as capital, if it exceeds 
the law should be summarily punish- 
ed. 
When labor tends to do the 


things that undermine the principles 
of equality it must be dealt with." 


Mr. Watson gave his opinion that 


abor sometimes stepped beyond the 
iue in asking for the abrogation of 
he right of injunction.

Jurymen Succeed in Doing What 


Nature Has Failed to do to 


Kankakee River. 


IS CAUSE OF SWAMP 
LAND 


Plan to Cut 200 Feet Through Chan- 


nel of Rock in Order to Let 


Water Flow Through 


CBy United Press.) 


Kankakee, Ind., April 8—Man may 


attempt to do what nature has fail- 
ed to accomplish through tho thou- 
sands of years, provided a jury acts 
favorably on a petition following tho 
hearing here today. The plan of the 
petition is to permit the removal of-a 
natural dam of rock across the Kan- 
kakee river at Momencc, this county. 
Tho dam has been held responsible 
for the Kankakee swamps 
which 


have given Northern Indiana a repu- 
tation for duck shooting, hut which 
have prevented farmers, from realiz- 
ing millions of dollars in land valua- 
tion in the swamp district. 


The roll in question today calls for 


the expenditure of $38,000 through 
Attorney W; II. Snvery, who argued 
the matter in circuit court, said the 
cost of cutting the 200-foot channel 
through the natural dam would 
be 


inly $1,000. 
Many disputed his 


claim. 


The Momcnce ridge is a rise of 


rock in the river two miles east of 
VIomence. 
It is 300 feet in length 


in the direction of the river and is 
about three feet above the level of 
the natural bed. A channel 300 feet 
wide would have to be excavated for 
practical purposes. It is entirely of 
rock. Though its rise is small, still, 
because of the very small fall of the 
river to tho mile, to the east of it, 
it is said to affect a vast territory 
Ear up into the Kankakee marshes 
of Indiana. Farm owners of Indiana 
have frequently talked of getting it 
removed, and so have eastern Illin- 
ois fanners. 
The Indiana 
legisla- 


ture made an appropriation a few 
years ago for its destruction, but the 
money ran out before the job was 
lompleted.
